The " urafuity question" was. re- 
vived somewhat by ParllamciU'B ac- 
tion inviting a |1,600 gratuity to 
every member lost session. Public 
opinion, however, still remains divi- 
ded on the desirability, need, posil- 
blllly, or Justlcu of making further 
payinents to ex-members of the Can- 
adian lOxpcditlonary Forces for re- 
estabilshmcnt purposes. 

In this connection It le interostlni.' 
to note the trend of thought and 
events in other parts of the Empire. 
In Great Britain, Australia, and \'ew 
Zealand, " bonus," or " back pay, 
dtmands are Increasing In force. A 
particularly reasonable and strong 
argument In favor of greater finan 
cial recognition of overseas wrvlce 
Is being advanced by ex-service men 
of New Zealand. As representing 
eight per cent, of the population, , they 
are claiming ./^ight per cent, of JCISO,- 
000,000, which sum represents in- 
creased land values in the Dominion 
OB a result of winning the war. 

In the Old Country veterans are 
asking for "back pay" based on the 
difference between what they actu 
ally received and the Australian 
soldier's pay — 6a. per day. The 
National Union of ox-Sorvlce Men, 
in voicing this demand, declare that 
no refusal will be tolerated, "so long 
as iba people of Oreat Britain remdn 
dlspos8e£8ed Qf the land which Is their 
natural Inheritance, and which, if re- 
stored to them, would enable the cost 
of Its defence to be met In fnll 

Canadian ex-service men are eon- 
fronted with a similar condition. 
Land value in Canada is owned by 
approximately ten per cent of the 
people, of whom a large number 'are 
non-resident. This ten per cent, 
ownership is responsible for central- 
ization of great wealth in the bonds 
of the privileged class which. In turn, 
glveà domination of the ■ political, 
social, educational and Industrial life 
of the country. Taxation of land 
values would not burden those who 
ute the land, but only those who col

Broken Beyond Repair. 

I-"or Woo.lrow Wilson I» better, but 
not well. Mo Is back to normal In 
wclKht. but not back to normal in 
vitality. The viul focces thai kept 
him going through seven trying years 
of peace, war, and the making of a 
new peace have broken beyond. repair 
under the tremendous strain. 

These are things that are felt ratJier 
tSian seen or heard at tihe White 
House and in conversations with the 
extremely limited circle of those who 
come Into direct contact with the 
President at the end of a year of sick- 
ness and convalescence, says the Wash 
Ington correspondent of the Now York 
Globe. His a.s.slHtants and physicians. 
Admiral Grayson partloularly, put out 
encouraging reporLi which reflect their 
gratification that the President has 
•Vome out of 11" as well as he has. 
But they do not pretend to say that 
the .\Ir.

NEW FRENCH PREÉÉR 
RECEIVED $3,000,000 
FO R LE6I0M CROSS 

France's new Prime Minister is new 
to that office, though a veteran in 
Cabinet service and parliamentary 
life. In which latter he has been en- 
gaged for more than a third of a cen- 
tury. Georges Jean Claude Leyguea 
was l)orn on Xnveiobor 2S. 185S, at 
Vllleneuvo-sur-Ivoi, He wo-i educated 
at the college of his native place and 
also under the facuKtea of Toulouse 
and Bordeaux. He became an advo- 
cate at the bar, a man of letters and 
a student and administrator of educa- 
tional syatems. He Is a laureate of the 
Institute of France and is well known 
for hta work on "The School and Life" 
and numeroiis treatises and addresses 
on hlatorlcol, social, economic, educa- 
tional and political subjects, literary 
and artistic rrlllclsnifl, sketches of 
travel, etc. His writings mark him as 
one or tne most versatile autnors and 
puhlldsts of hta day. 

Knters rarUamcntory IJfo 
He entered parliamentary life In 
1886, when he became Deputy for the 
Department of Lot and Garonne. He 
took hia seat In the Republican Left, 
and has steadfaatly remained In that 
section since, Hia first Cabinet serv- 
ice was as Minister of Public Inetruc- 
tlon and Fine Arto In the Dupuy Cabi- 
net of 1894. When the government 
was reorganhsed the next year under 
M. Rlbot, h^ '"Wfut transferred to the 
mnlstry of th^^i^tertôr. 

In 1898 he was Vice-President of 
the Chamber of Deputies, and also 
Mlnloter of .Public Instruction In M. 
Dupuy's' third Cabinet. This latter of- 
fice he rteanted In the great Ministry 
of Reconcentr^tlon which M. Wal- 
deek-Rousseau organized in 1899 for 
the redemption of Franoe from fac- 
tional demoralisation. In this minis- 
try he became a ooUeaguo of M. Alex- 



andre Millenind. who than mad« bhi 
cr.try into Cabinet life. Ha aohi«v«4 
an important reorganisation of th« 
Horondary school 8>i»tein of Franoe.' la 
!9i>ii he hec.ime Minister oi' ColoslOS
